Execution of King Alfonso’s 
Would-Be Slayer. 


The Culprit Signs His Death Warrant 
With a Firm Hand,

Spain. 

MADRID, April 14.—Otero, who attempted 
to assassinate King Alfonso on the evening of 
December 30th, as the royal carriage contain- 
ing the King and Queen was passing through 
the palace gate, was executed this morning. 
At the time.of arrest Otero gave his ageas 19. 
Yesterday morning the Governor ofthe prison 
and authorities roused Otero and led him in 
irons, bareheaded and clad in the clothing he 
wore when he attempted the life of the King, 
to the hall where condemned prisoners hear 
their sentence inthe presence of the Judge. 
Otero was pale but composed, and signed his 
sentence witha firmhand. The Judgethen 
delivered Otero into the custody of the Broth- 
ers of the Orcer of Paz y Caridad, who led the 
prisoner to the chapel, dimly lighted. Otere 
expressed repentance, but refused all minis- 
“trations of priests. 

The regicide was executed at half past 
eight. The authorities usually present on 
such occasions were on the scaffold, in frent of 
which alarge crowd assembled. Perfect 
order was maintained. A final visit was made 
Otero by the Duke de Sexto, Grand Cham- 
berlain, who remained twenty minutes with 
him. It1is not known that the prisoner made 
any disclosure.

LETTER FROM GATH. 
On the Road to Washington—An Inter- 
view with Congressmaa Wells — [he 
Romance of Heister Clymer’s Engage- 


ment. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The journey from 
New York to Washington is never enlivening, 
even when you have two pretty girls along. 
I make an exception when you are interview- 
ing some principal dignitary. He revolts 
from the flat, tidewater scenery and pours his 
troubles in your ear,asmen in prison, like 
Raleigh. tell their memoirs for relief. After 
jJeaving Wi!mingten in Delaware and the pret- 
ty Dutch-like river scenery there, nothing 
pleases the eye but a minute or two of the 
Chesapeake Bay on the dangerous bridge at 
Havre de Grace, a bridge which, if it ever 
breaks and kills people, ought to result in 
hanging the railroad president and directors 
forthwith, as they have been fully warned. 
The trouble about a good deal of the South is 
tbat it isbarren of improvements, of bright, 
fresh paint, clean, straight fences and clean 
fields. Baltimore City, the last of airy, grace- 
ful cities on the way south, and 
it somewhat dingy and squatty 
and characterless, is in reality a 
Pennsylvania city, a Northern cncampment 0n 
old slavery soil. The Pennsylvania Dutch, 
so called, or German-descended Americans 
nearly two centuries planted here, crossed the 
Susquebanna before the revolution, and, be- 
ing cramped between it and the Blue Moun- 
tains, spread over that triangular plateau 
into Maryland and Virginia, settling the 
Shenandoah Valley while yet Washington was 
surveying there. These people had nothing 
of the genius of either Maryland or Virginia 
except their slowness. In religion, farming, 
financiering and habits they were absolutely 
foreign. But Washington, before he diea, 
pointed to their unambitious increase and 
wealth with his serious, almost sad, justice 
of discernment, saying: ‘‘If my farms on 
Mount Vernon would bring as much per acre 
as theirs, should be rich.” Yet Washing- 
ton could have had plenty of the same iand, 
as he surveyed thousands of acres of it. But, 
alas! he had to provide for a certain kind of 
inherited labor which was too valuable to 
xive away and impoverished everything it 
cultivated. 

The produce of the Dutch farms northwest 
of Baltimore was sure to build up a large sea- 
port city on the Chesapeake because the Sus- 
<juehanna Was not navigable and no bridges 
were built across it for fifty years after the 

siue Mountain country was settied: otherwise 
Philadelphia would have embraced the mer- 
cantile energy of Baltimore. But the good 
roads led to the Patapsco,and there the Scotch 
and Irish shippers and commission agents 
came andthe Pennsylvania Dutch joined them, 
and ag soon as the fume of the place began to 
spread, about the year 17%, lawyers and 
other parasites settled in it and supplied the 
patronage and deportment.

A Chinaman Born Again in New York 
] City. 7

Mrs. Augusta Carto led a young Chinaman 
into the Sabbath school of the Trinity Baptist 
Church sixteen months ago. Onthe next Sun- 
day the young Celestial brought two of his 
countrymen. The class has grown until there 
are now about thirty names upon its roll. 
Ail of them do not attend every Sunday, as 
several live out of town. However, one who 
lives in Belleville, N. J., is there regularly, 
and another who has removed to Hartford 
since he joined the class makes frequent jour- 
neysto this city that he may continue to get 
the teaching of Mrs. Carto and those who have 
become associated with her in the work.

married couples in the Community. Occa- 
sionally a marriage takes place here as in 
common society; and it cannot be long before 
the Community will have its proportion of 
monogamic families. Yet, as their numberin- 
cludes many aged people and others who will 
continue to prefer celibacy to marriage,it can- 
not be reasonably expected that they will all 
marry. Thbhatis not done anywhere, and if the 
Communists should fall a little short of the 
usual average, no suspicion of insincerity 
should attachto them. The marriages are 
generally solemnized by the Episcopal service 
(one of their number being an Episcopal cler- 
gyman), buta few couples have preferred 
marriages by contract, which is equally legal 
and binding. Their general prosperity is ap- 
parently unabated, all their factories being in 
full operation excepting their canning estab- 
lishment, which puts WP its goods mostiy in 
the summer months. The Community num- 
bers some 30U-souls besides some 70 children. 
During the past year there have been over 100 
applications for admission, but these have all 
been refused. The Community has room for 
no more. Some persons who have not yet 
been received presented their applications ten 
years ago. The members are about equally 
divided as to sex. 
An Old Gambler’s End. 
{From the New York Sun, 12th.| 

Benjamin C. Scribner, who died at the 
Brower House on Friday, was one of the old- 
est and most widely known gamblers in the 
United States. His age was 77. **Old Scrib,’’ 
as he was called. was a hardware clerk in Al- 
bany when a boy, but he came to this cit 
when twenty-three and speedily fell in wit 
sporting men. His first experience at faro 
was in Cedar street, in 1831. In those days 
the game was played ‘‘open,”’ with no *‘cop- 
pering,’’ and when once a chip was put ona 
card it must remain there until the bet was 
decided. When the last ‘‘turn’’ was made, 
the player who had bet on the last card in the 
box—the ‘‘hock’’ card—lost his money. 
Besides, there were no cue box- 
es to inform the player what 
cards had been dealt and what remained. 
Scribner devoted much timeto devising ways 
of keeping a record inshis head. He became 
known as an expert on that subject. He 
made and lost a dozen fortunes playing 


againstfaro. In 1864 he was penniless. Then 
John Morrissey took bim to Saratoga, and 
eave him 15 percent of tlre profits for running 
a faro game. Fortune favored him, and he 
accumulated wealth. Atthat time, though an 
old nian, be had plenty of vim. In 1870 he 
took charge of Morrissey’s financial affairs, 
and managed them skillfully when Morrissey 
was running for office. Morrisseydied ow- 
ing bim $23,000. His word was as good as 
his bond. On Friday his daughter, Mrs. 
Sherman, asked if he would not like to seea 
minister. 

‘*No,’’ he replied, “I have been my own 
protector through life, and I will be my own 
counselor in death. I can say before my 
Maker that | have never wronged any man, 
woman or child in my life.” 

His body wastaken to Albany on Saturday 
forinterment. He left his fortune, which Is 
supposed to be about £250,000, to his daugh- 
ter, who is a widow. 


MORE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


A Plan to Light the Merchants’ Ex- 
change With Electricity. 

A number of the leading members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange have conceived the ide 
of still further adding to the attractiveness 
and comfort of the grand hall and its occu- 
pants by putting in an electric light, to be 
used in place of the hundreds of unsightly 
and unsatisfactory gas jets nowin use. It is 
also in contemplation inthe same connection 
to place a fountain in the center of 
the floor—something combining at once 
the useful and ornamental. 

It is estimated thatthe cost of putting in 
the light, including the generators, carbon 
burners andall machinery, wili not exceed 
$1,500. It is thought to be inadvisable to at- 
tempt to draw any amount for such purpose 
from the Exchange treasury, and it is, there- 


fore, suggested that a grand entertainment be . 


arranged to take place in the large hall some 
time within the next few weeks, from which 
enough should be realized to easily cover the 
cost of both the electric light and the foun- 
tain. Tickets would be placed at 
fifty cents each, and at this very 
low figure several thousand ought readily to 
be disposed of with such an object in view. 
To thoroughly test the feelingon the floor a 
number of subscription lists were circulated 
to-day, to which members were requested to 
aflix their signatures with the number of tick- 
ets each would take. Thus far the scheme 
has most flattering prospects of success, the 
number of subscriptions being liberal. 
tainly there would not seem to be any mem- 
ber who cannot afford to take at 
least one ticket. and the majority 
would probably take two to a dozen, or more. 
As tothe character of the entertainment the 
ideais yet in a crude shape, but it issuggested 
that the proper thing would be a promenade 
concert, interspersed with vocal and instru- 
mental music, etc., by prominent local ama- 
teurs and professionals with the addition of 
an artexhibition. It is thought all our local 
artists ef any merit would be glad to exhibit 
their gems under such auspicious surround- 
ings and beneath the rays of the new light. 
As to the advantages of the proposed innova- 
tions, it now costs some thirty or thirty-five 
doljlars to run the 1,000 burners, with gas, for 
five hours every time the hallis rented, and it 
is difficult to imagine anything more trving to 
the eyes or more generally unsatisfactory 
than the present arrangement. The cost of 
the new light after once put in would be 
practically nothing, as the stean power 
now used in heating the uild- 
ing and running the elevators 
would be amply sufficient in addition to gen- 
erate all the electricity needed. The advan- 
tage of having a handsome fountain in the 
center of the room, cooling and moistening 
the air and keeping down the dust, is so ob- 
vious as to require no argument. The gen- 
tlemen now in charge of the idea feel very 
contident of success. 
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Cole’s Free Exhibition To-night. 
About 7 o’clock this evening Cole’s circus 
will give a new exhibition of their grand elec- 
tric light. Upon the highest building in the 
vicinity of the circus a powerful reflector will 


be placedi with one of the electric lamps, sup- 
plied with electricity by meansof the gen- 
erating engine used to illuminate’ the 
circus. The rays of light will brillantly 
illuminate the huge eanvas and all the adjoin- 
ing streets. The exhibition will be managed 
by Mr. Lawrence, of the Cleveland Electric 
Light Company, and atest isto be made of 
the power of the lamp and reflector. At Cleve- 
land lately a similar experiment was made, 
and the brilliancy of the light enabled people 
to read morethan a mile distant, or the like. 

The circus and menagerie, at the Twelfth 
street lot, continue? to draw immense au- 
diences afternoon and evening. A number of 
new features have been added tothe enter- 
tainment not common to the circus. Among 
them may be mentioned the remarkable vrial 
byeicle act of the three McComas brothers—a 
performance that combines danger, grace and 
great skill.

True Story of Capt. McAllister’s Death, 


The following was  ilggge ower at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest at Natch@z: Capt. Glaser, being 
in the pilot- house and seeing his friend coming, 
ut once started down to greet him, making 
some jocular remark as he passed across the 
hurricane roof of the Loat about his visitor 
being an Jrishinan, andthe latter responded 
by calling Capt. Glaser a Dutchman—their 
usual manner of greeting each other. In pass- 
ing through the cabin Capt. Glaser \picked up a 
Wincbester rifle sitting near the door of his 
room, opening into the cabin, and, carrying it 
in his band, he stood witb it pointed down at 
the stairs while his friend was coming 
up. Seeing Capt. Glaser standing thus, Capt. 

McAllister reachea behind him, dvew his re- 

volver and started upthe stepsto the boiler 
deck, both men joking ateach other all the 
while. When near the head ot the stairs Capt. 
McAllister grasped therifie near the muzzle 
with his leit hand, and while drawigg it across 
his body from right toleft, the rifle™exploded 
and the messenger of death sped on its fatal 
errand, plowing up the flesh between the 
thumb and forefinger ot the left hand and en- 
tering his body near thetop of the left breast. 
The course of the bullet could not be ascer- 
tained, but it shattered ull the bones near the 
shoulder, and seemed to tend downwards. 
Capt. McAllister expired in about six minutes 
atter being shot. The verdict ofthe Coroner’s 
jury was‘*Purely accidental.’’McAllister’s body 
has reachedjPittsburg, where he leuvs a wife and 
four children.

“HAMLET REVAMPED” AT POPL’S 
THEATER TO-MORROW NIGHT. 


TO THE IMMIGRATION CONVEN- 
TION. 


The Physical Geography of Missouri as 
Described by J. Van Cleve Phillips. 
To the Delegates of the Immigration Conyen- 
tion of Missouri: 

The physical geography ofa country is an 
index of the rise and and progress of its pop- 
ulation. ‘The location of iron mountains is 
not due to chance, but to the working of 
economic laws. The river system of a 
country is the result of the action of elevat- 
ing and abrading forces working in concert. 
Wou:d you have a bird’s-eye view of the great 
State of Missouri? Think of the counties in 
the north and west part ofthe State, being 
prairie, with belts of timber along the water 
courses, and in large part underlaid by coal 
veins. Of the water-shed of the Ozark, where 
ten counties in the southeast and central part 
of the State have forests of yellow pine. Be- 
tween the prairie and pine districts, white, 
black and post oak, black jack, and the bot 
toms along the streams, sycamore, elm, gu 
ash, walnut and other soft woods. The creeks 
and rivers are clear. In South Missouri the 
prinelpal streams are the Gasconade, Osage, 
Spring, Current, Merimac, Black and St. 


Franeois Rivers. These are fed by a million 
springs that break out of limestone strata,and 


run over gravelly bottoms, and 
drain great central continental iron, 
lead and other mineral fields. 
What is known as the Ozark Mountainisa 


great water-shed with an altitude of 1,000 
leet above the sea. This entersthe south- 
west partof the State andruns northeast, 
terminating at its eastern end at the iron 
mountains, Which are ninety miles south of 
St. Louis, and around theseina circuit of 
fifty miles are one hundred conic, oblong and 
dome-shaped porphyry hills. These have 
the same general altitude, and when viewed 
inthe agyregate, topographically, rise like 
ap island 1,000 feet high and 100 miles wide 
above the great sea of the coal measures of II- 
linois, North Missouri, Kansas and Arkansas; 
between these mountains are belts and basins 
of silurian limestone; to the north,south, east 
and west great basins. of limestone, replete 
with lead, zine, copper and iron ores; cross- 
ing the mountains, quartz ledges loaded with 
tin, silver and gold. Inthe belts and basins 
of limestone between the mountains, silver- 
bearing lead ores. Would you have an. un- 
dergrouud view of the vein system of these 
mineral fields go with me in the imagination 
to the summit of Pilot-Knob (iron), which is 
the highest point in a radius 
of 200 miles. Look to the 
south. Conic, oblong and dome-shaped 
mountains. To the east, west and north the 
same. Here long periods of time elapsed to 
form a drainage system to hold ores in an 
economical position to mine, This mass of ore 
known as Pilot Knob, aud the iron mountaia 
which is six miles north, are surrounded by 
the Middlebrook, Arcadia and Belleview Val- 
leys. These are parks,and hold the same topo- 
yvrapbical position to these mineral fields as 
the soutb, north and other parks hold to the 
mineral belts of Colorado. ‘They are the em- 
bellishment of the topographical picture. 
Around these parks area cordon of porphyry 
hills, a rock impervious to water, and these 
hold the limestones around these iron moun- 
tains in a water-tight compartment. The beds 
of the creeks that radiate from the tron bilis 
are crystalline, so that’ no water pené@trates 
from the surface downward, and the eeonomiec 
laws have so constructed this region that when 
this iron comes to be worked 2, feet deep 
it willbe in comparatively dry gcround—no 
water tointerfere with the working except 
the rain water that falls on the surface. 
Around these iron mountains in a distance of 
twenty to fifty miles are one hundred lesser 
knobs, hills, ridges and basins of iron ores. 
Some of these basins are ten miles 
wide and filled with a _paraiiel 
en of the richest class of specular ores. 
his iron considered in the aggregate includes 
the central iron system of the continent, and 
the extent of the ore can only be messured by 


the wants of the dense population of the com- 
ing times. This ore descends over down 


} grades to the coal to be smelted and pig-iron 
| distributed, and this economic arrangement

was seen in the ideal before the iron ore was 
filled in these mountains, knobs, hills or ba- 
sins. Twenty-five miles northwest rise 
three porphyry hills known as the Little Pilot 
Knobs. These have an altitude of 0 feet 
above the sea andmark the eenter of a great 
rield where the limestone is formed in basias 
that hold lead and zinc ores im pipe and other 
veins. The area of this field is 2,000,000 acres, 
of which 20,000 acres along the edges of these 
basins have had a portion a of the surface 
or cropving ores mined. The filling or reple- 
tion of the vein system in the smallest of 
these level basins is the key to allthe others. 
Northeast and east of the iron mountains and 
among isolated porphyry hills are great ba- 
sins of limestone that contain what are known 
as the disseminated lead ores, which are be- 
ing mine@ successfully in St. Francois and 
Madison counties. In Central, South 
aod Scuthwest Missouri are 3,000,000 acres 
of lead and zine jields where the ores are 
filled in basins of limestone in gash pipe and 
stratified veins. Of this area 50,000 acres 
bave had the surface ores mined. With these 
lead and iron fields are belt« and basins of 
copper ores. Fifty: counties are underlaid by 
coal veins. The amount of iron and lead 
mined may be set down at one-twentieth of 
one per cent of the ores remaining, each vein 
of which is filled in the strata with direct ref- 
erence to its economical position to mine and 
supply the wants of man. Ina study of these 
great continental lead and iron fields, it fs 
evidentthat the country looked much tie 
same inthe time when Babylon wasa_ great 
commercial city as it does to-day. The ore 
of these iron mountains was baredto the 
same sun as shone upon Baelbec in its day of 
pride. Think of the preparatory process 
which goes back to the time when the silurian 
rocks bored into 3,C00 feet under St. Louis 
were being laid down on the floor of an ocean, 
to the time When the Ozark range was raised 
above the sea, the lines of the great Missouri- 
Mississippi mapped upon the strata of the 
iron-producing uge, and down that great 
stream of time when empires came out 
of night, reached their meridian age and 
went into decay; and this is the preparatory 
process of what we in the present times util- 
ize. By fusing the past in the future weshall 
be able to get some practical idea of the peo- 
ple and their government who are 
to cultivate these prairie regions, mine 
this coal and smelt this ironand all other 
ores. The country is made first, and then the 
government formed asagarmentto fit the 
country. The country has five natural grand 
divisions—the slopes of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, basin of the northern lakes, basins of 
Utah and adjacent States and Territories, and 
eentrally situated between these the great 
Valley of the Mississippi, or basin of the con- 
tinent. Each of these grand divisions has its 
topographical, stratographical, geographical, 
and farming and mining system; and these 
are an index of the rise and progress of its 
population. The emigration has been west 
from the time of Cyrus. The granite hills of 
New England were first subdued to cultiva- 
tion, then the population debouched through 
the passes of the Alleghanies, the iron rail 
followed and linked the two oceans, and there 
was no more West, and the Mongolian com- 
menced to emigrate towards the rising sun. 
The study of the physical geography of the 
basin of thm Mississippi imperceptibly leads 
the observer to contemplate the rise and 
progress of the government of its people. 
Here is the preparatory process—here the 


material resources of agriculture and 
Mining® as the substrueture of 
a continental political ower. The 
government of the old thirteen States 


was on a flange of the country and necessari- 
ly their political ideas were due to their geo- 
graphical position. South Carolina and Massa- 
chusetts did the political thinking for the coun- 
try. The Legislature was sectional. The 
conditions are now reversed, and we shouid 
begin to have a continental in place of section- 
allegislation. The political power of the 
country is rapidly gyrating towards the center 
of this basin, and these grand prairies, iron 
mountains and coal tields will commence to 
grow continental political ideas, and this peo- 
ple will be heard in the councils of the Na- 
tion, not as usurping, but inheriting this 
power. One ofthefirst things to be done is 
to have the Government spend $5,000,000 a 
year for twenty vears to dyke, ditch, levee 
and clean out the 3,000,000 acres of swamp 
land of Southeast Misscuri and Eastern Ar- 
kansas, which are as fertile as those of the 
Valley of the Nile, and are now only used to 
send outa missma that annually poisons and 
retards the phvsical and mental development 
of 12,000,000 people of this basia. Politically 
East, West, North and South are obsolete 
words, and people must rise to a continental 


government. The _ price of liberty is 
eterna) vigilance. A government, like 
an individual, has its morning, noon 


and night—it must either grow or decay— 
and lives so long as it can utilize constructive 
elements (industries) and throw off etfete 
or destructive elements (mobs and dema- 
gogues). Its life is a continual struggle, forces 
inside and outside are at work for its destruc- 
tion. A republic is based on the idea ofa 
cultivation ofthe individualty of each of its 
members, sO thateach man may becomea 
sovereign. Whatever tends to merge the indi- 
vidual in the mass and have hjs thinking done 
by proxy takes away the strength of a repub- 
lic. The people in the basin of the Mississipp1, 
in whieh the State of Missouri is central- 
ocated, inherit the richest domain of the 
h’s surface, and, knowing this, should 
te their patriotism—and if they are true 
themselves, and found worthy of this 
legacy of agriculture and mining resourcea, 
they are to arbitrate for the world. I-seem to 
see palaces lining the banks of the Mississippi 
from St. Paul to Cairo, such as Turner show- 
edin Rome onthe banks ofthe Tiber in the 
twelfth century—the residences of the patri- 
cians and Senators of the imperial city. 
What we aretodo isto lay the groundwork 
of this coming yrandeur—our end must be in- 
apprehensibie to the senses ; then we shall build 
greater than we know—and in this basin lay 
the groundwork ofan empire that in power, 
grandeur, wealth and intellectual greatness 
will pale all that bas preceded it, and make 
the name of an American citizen an honorable 
title on all oceans and in all lands where man 
has built a palace or a hut; and this govera- 
ment to be the empire ofthe free.

was next called. Hewasanative ef Bohemia, 
and, while a resident of that country, he had 
known the ancestors of Kotovsky, the prisoner 
atthe bar. Hecetailed the particulars of the 
family, especially on the materna! side, and 
stated that the grandfather ef the prisoner 
was regarded as an insane man. An aunt of 
the prisoner was also considered to be of un- 
sound mind. 

On the cross-examination witness stated 
that he was a butcher by trade, but Iately he 
had been engaged in the rag-picking business, 
At one time witness was arrested and ap- 
peared at the police court in connection with 
the saleofsomeiron. He was never found 
cuilty of stealing iron or anything else. Wit- 
ness also kept a grocery store on Tenth and 
Soulard streets. Hedid not belong to the 
Bohemian society as he had become discusted 
with the Bohemians. He vave them credit 
while keeping a grocery store aad Ifid never 
received a cent in payment. 

JACOB VONGERET, 

a saloon-keeper who employed the defendant 
as bar-keeper, testitied that he had a saloon 
on Chouteau avenue,and during the year 
wiSempleyed Joseph Kotorsky as his bar- 
keeper. The latterremained in bis employ- 
ment about eight months. At first the pris- 
oner Was Very tidy in his appearance, polite 
to customers and attentive to business. Just 
before he quit, the witness noticed that he 
was less careful about his personal appear- 
ance, and was not so attentive to business. 
Witness did not think that the prisoner was 
addicted to drinking. 
OTHER WITNESSES. 

A. Stalligan, W. Helmer and Joseph You- 
da, farmers of Lllinois, were next called. 
They all testified tbat the prisoner had worked 
for them during the year i878, and they each 
noticed some little eccentricity on the part of 
the defendant. Heappeared to be laboring 
under some trouble, and they attributed it to 
a mental disorder. 

Joseph Chajbal,a native of Bohemia, was 
nextexamimed. His testimony was in sub- 
stance the same as othera touching tbe in- 
sanity of the family in Boheniia. 

JOUN KOTOVSKY, 

a brother of the defendant, was then ealled. 
He testified as follows: “lama full brother 
of the prisoner, and am engaged as a cigar- 
maker. Ihave been atthe business about 
four years. In 1878, after my mother died, | 
noticed a change in Joseph’s conduct. Joe 
appeared to be restless and nervoify. He 
would walk the floor at night and slept Oy the 
floor in place of occupying the bed. I did not 
botice anv change inhis dress. That was 
alyout the same as usual. He complained of 
feeling sick, and had a fever in his head. He 
talked a great deal during the night,but I could 
not understand what be said. Before my 
mother’s death Joe was in the’habit of talking 
to me as brothers usually do; after her death 
Joe bad nothing to say to any of us. He ap- 
peared to be very much affected by my 
mother’s death. 

On the cross-examination the witness ad- 
mitted that -he had made a diflerent statement 
regarding bis brother’s changed condition on 
the previous trial. 

At the conclusion of his evidence the Court 
adjourned until this afternoon, when the evie 
dence of Edward and Albert Seheele was 
taken. 
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‘QUARREL ABOUT A QUARTER. 


A Passenger Won’t Pay His Bridge Fare 
and the Conductor Tries to Throw 
Him Off, 


The Result of Which is a Damage Suit 
for $10,000. 


There was commenced in Circuit Court 
room No. 5 this morning the trial of a suit fox 
damages, brought by Wm. M. Fortesque 
against the St. Louis and Indianapolis 
Railroad Company. The cause of 
action was that in December, 1879, the 
plaintiff was ejected from a passenger train of 
the St. Louis and Indianapolis Railroad as it 
was crossing the bridge. In his petition he 
States that he was ‘‘violently assaulted, beat- 
en, dragged through the car, thrown against 
the seats, subjected to gross indignities ard 
abuse and caused grievous bouily harm and 
injury.’’

_ it oppears that Mr. Fortesque,who is a very 
intelligent and respectable looking gentie- 
man, lives in Leavenworth, Kansas, and that 
when the assault complained of occurred he 
was on his way home from Indianapolis. He 
had purchased a through ticket at the latter 
city, and when he got tothe bridge the bridze 
conductor came to him and demanded bis 
fare. Fortesque told bim ne 

HAD NOT BEEN GIVEN A BRLDGE TICKET, 
although he had a through ticket, and that be 
would not pay the amount demanded. 
Upon this the conductor attempted to put 
him off, but was not equal to the task, aod 
called in a policeman to help him. 

Judge Chester H. Krum appeared as attor- 
ney forthe plaintiff and Judge Valliant for 
the defendant. As soon as the examination

A Serious Panic in a Shoe Factory in the 
) Fourth Story.

Shortly after 7:30 o’clock this morning two 
boys engaged in the work of feeding presses in 
thefoftice of the Riverside Printing Company, 
third floor of the building on the nortueast 
corner of Main and Olive streets, discovered a 
smell ot burning wood seemingly coming from 
the floer, and shortiv afterwards they saw 
flames. They immediately gave an alarm, but 
within the brief time that elapsed the flames 
spread with amazing rapidity. A determined 
ettort was at once made by the employes of 
the office to extinguish the fire with the means 
at hand, tut they were soon obliged to relin- 
quish the work and beat a retreat from the office. 

The heut soon broke the glass and fiercely 
- licked the ceilings ot the passage-way which 

leads down towards the street trom the fourth 
story, occupied by H. P. Tettemeras a shoe 
factory, almost entirely cutting off escape. 
Betore things reached this condition the 
alarm was given by some oneinthe shoe fac- 
tory, where torty-three persons, about eight- 
een of whom are young girls, were employed. 
ESCAPE CUT OFF. 

It was also said that-escape by the passage- 
wavy liad been entirely cut off, and the inevita- 
ble result would have been apanic, in which 
doubtless several lives would have been lost, 
had it not been for the presence of 
mind ot the two foremen of = the 
floor, who directed the movement 
ot the employes und succeeded 
in securing the escape of all safely. Josie Top, 
Maggie Murray and another young girl made 
their escape by ascending a ladder to the roof, 
from whichthey walked over several houses 

distant, when they descended through a sky- 
lighttothevround. Annie Reilly, one of the 
first to descend by way of the stairs, had 
scarcely reached the ground-floor when she 
fainted. She was quickly removed by some of 
the men, and soon recovered sufficiently to go 
home. The two foremen remained in the burn- 
ing building until every ove escaped, and 
then went down the stairs themselves. 
When they left the place, half  suffo- 
cated by the dense smoke, a lam- 
Dent flame from the printing office formed 
an archway over the staircase, obliging them to 
stoop and cover their heads with their coats. 
An alarm wasturnedin from box 35, Which 
brought the engines to the spot in good time. 
Within a few minutes streams were playing 
into the building trom the three sides, while 
a line of hose was run up the stairs and the 
firemen attacked the flames from the landings. 
Aiter an hour’s good work the firemen had the 
flames under control, and the whole was then 
quickly extinguished. 

THE LOSSES AND INSURANCE, 

The first tloor of the building was occupied 
by Joseph Garneau & Co., cracker bakers, a3 
office and sajesroom. Their loss will not ve 
very great, being almost all by water, which 
flowed down from the upper stories. The sec- 
ond floor was occupied by L. W. Hempasa 
tin shop. The stock in this story was 
not damuyved very seriously, and was insured 
in the Phanix of Harttord for $1,500. 

Thethird floor occupied by N.T. Gray. 
Riverside Printing Company, wherethe fire 
originated, will be almosta total loss, ths 
presses having been damageu to agrcut ex- 
tent by water and fire. The insurance was us 
follows: American Central, $2,000; Mercan- 
tile of Boston, $2,000; Traders’ of Chicago, 
bt? O00; Le Caise Generale,$1,000; North Ger- 
man, $1,000, and Security ot New Haven, 
$500. Total, $8,500. 

H. P. Vetterman, the proprietor of the shoe 
factory that occupied the fourth flooret the 
building, will also be a heavy loser. There 
were 4,000 pairs of shoes averaging in 
value nearly $1 25, $2,200 ‘worth of 
raw material, consisting of threud, upper ma- 
teriaianu so.e leather, all ef which is almost 
atotalloss.

HON. THOMAS ALLEN. 

The Hon. Thomas Ailen, when introduced by 
Mr. Stapard, was greeted with extended ap- 
plause. Without preliminary remarks, he at 
once proceeded to read his paper on ‘‘Commer- 
cial Relations of Missouri with the Southwess- 
ern States and Mexico,’’ as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: The subjeet 
assigned to me on this occasion is exceedingly 
interesting, important and comprehensive. I 
have only to regret that my engagements have 
been euch , since this honor was bestowed upon 
me, thati have not been able to obtain that 
time and minental abstraction which were nec- 
essary to honor you by doing justice to the 
subject. As your objectis wholly a practical 
one in political economy I know you will par- 
don me, it you @iscover my short discourse to 
be as practical 4s the object in view. 

Missouri stands, geoyraphicaliy, at the 
northeastern corner of the Southwestern 
States. The northern parallel of latitude, 40.- 
30, Which 1s her northern boundary, extended 
westward, would cut the southern partof Ne- 
braska and the northern part of Colorado, 
Utah, Nevada and California, and he. eastern 
longitudnial paralJlei line extended southward 
would follow the grand course of the Missis- 
sippi River to the Gult.. This section, south of 
latitude 40.30, und westof losgitude 12.2,em- 
braces a part of Nebraska, nearly all of Colo- 
rado, and the larger parts of Utah, Nevada and 
California, and all of Kansas, New Mexico, Ar- 
izonia, the Indian ‘Territory, a saall purt of 
Mississippi and the entire States of Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas. Supposing the United 
Stvtes to be divided into four parts, of which 


this section should be the southwestern 
quarter, and we should see that its area 
would be larger thun the area 
of either ot the other quarters. 


Such a division of the Unitea States would not 
be justin any general sense, since the geo- 
graphical center ot the United States is north- 
west of the Stute of Missouri, and the center 
of pepulation is several hundred miles east of 
its borders. But it seems to be a just and ne- 
cessary division for the purpose of the present 
occasion, inattempting to show the commer- 
cial relations of the State to the Southwestern 
States. 

The general physical peculiarities of this 
section ure, a temperate Climate, an immense 
extent of navigable rivers with wide albuvial 
margins, the waters running in one general 
direction, vreut plains, with and without tim- 
ber, and ranges Of mountains traversing the | 
central parts from north to south. | 

Its population, while not so lurge as that of 
the northeastern section, is wore varied, per- 
bapvpsishouldsay bheteroveneous and cosmo- 
politan, consisting of descentents of the 
French, Spanish, African, Indian, German, 
Trish and inglish races. 

Its natural products embrace almost every 
vuriety, including the fruits of the tronics, the 
rice, sugatand cotton of the South, the do- 
mestic avimals and cereals of the Temperate 
Zone, and minerals of nearly all the principal 
kinds employed in the arts and trades of man- 
kind. Nuture pss endowed this section with 
more varied and abundant resources for the 
necessities and luxuries of the human family 
than any other equal area, 

In relation toi: all 
MISSOURI OCCUPIES A 
Her citizens were tre pioneers 
tion and trade or the greater purt of it. Her 
frontier towns have -been the entrepots, and 
sea ports, so to speak, of the great Western 
plains. Her fur traders, trappers and voya- 
geurs early traced its liver Courses, traversed 
its torests and plains, and penetrated its 
mountains. Her men of enterprise first di- 
rected the barge, the keelboat anu the steamer 
uponits navigable strexms, first introduced 
the railrowd uy» nits plains, and first brought 
to the notice of the world its fertility of 
soil, and its varied und extensive mineral re- 
sources. Tenitory after Territory, and State 
after State, bas been organized beyond her 
borders,in all ot which citiz:ns of Missouri 
have participated. Long a trontier Missouri 
bas stood atoncea barrier and an admonition 
tothe turbulent spirit of a restless and unset- 
tled population, both white, and copper-col- 
ored, existing between her and a foreign State. ° 
And when the Governmens of the contiguous 
country on tbe Southwest begana war upon 
the United States, a column ot Missouri men 
went so tar, so quickly and with such efficiency 
to vid in quelling it,as to afford a worthy com- 
parison with tbe more successful features of 
the expedition of Cyrus into Persia, 

The tur trade and the trade with the Indians 
foralongtime led settlers into the State ane 
into the regions beyond. Then Game menin 
pursuit of the precious metals, andthen the 
tillers of the soil, The tur traders were ia fact 
the pioneers of commerce and Civilization ,and 
St. Louis and other Missouri towns owe the 
foundations tothem. Afterwards the trade 
With Santa Fe assumed considerable propor- 
tions, andthe wagon trains guarded by armed 
men, toresist tbe attacks of Indians and other 
marauders, were for Many years traversing the 
creat plains like vessels upon the ocean. 

It was not until 1817 that 

THE STEAMBOAT 
appeared upon the rivers and became an 
active and potent factor in the development of 
commerce. It penetrated every stream which 
contained water cnough to float it. The Red 
River, the Ouachita, the Arkansas, the White, 
and Black, and st. Francis, the Missouri, the 
Osage and (-usconade, and other greater tribu- 
taries, allemptying themselves into the Mipssis- 
sippi, atlorded access and outlet to a vast re- 
gion which was tus stimulated into acommer 
cial life, which gradually grewinto great im- 
portance. For many yearsthe settlements of 
the people were principally upon the banks or 
in the vaileys of these navigable streams. 
‘These valleys were at once the most fertile and

the most xuccessible. The settlers in them 
had an advantage in respect to wniarket, 


anc commanded bitter prices for products and 
lands than those who were not so near the lines 
of transportation. Towns and small cities 
grew up onthe banks of the rivers. But the 
railways coming openedthe interior by ex- 
tending, ss it were. iron rivers into regions 
hitherto difficult of access. The advantages of 
the water courses were, therefore, no longer « 
exclusive. Tbey were diffused with the popu- 


lution, and prices were brought into more 
equal relation. The railways not only ran 


along the river valleys, butthey crossed them 
and penetrated the hills, and it is a peculiar 
and notable fact that while the rivers of all 
this section east ofthe Rocky Mountains tend 
ty the southeast, the railways generaly tend to 
the southwest, crossing most of the streams at 
rightangles. ‘hesetwo factors give to Mis- 
souri a remarkable advantage in respect to her 
cogimercial relations with all the great South- 
west. The noble Mississippi receives 
the tribute of all these rivers, 
and torms their eastern limit and becomes 
their receiver general by appointment of Na- 
ture, and the steamboat tonnage of St. Louis, 
which was for many years larger thanthatof : 
any other city inthe world, occupies such a 
relation to its gathered commerce that it may 
take it uP ordown to peints of distribution 
eastward, westward or northward, as interest 
or conveniénce may dictate. 

dhis tonnage, however,in consequence of the 
activity of the railways, has gradually dimin- 
ished tor the last ten years. You will probably 
be surprised, and perhaps disposed to doubts, 
whenl teli youthat although river rates for 
transportation are lower tbhun railway rates, 
and that although a single down stream cargo 
drawn in barges by a steamer on the Mississip- 
pi sometimes excceds the capacity of thirty- 
five ordinary railway traius to haul, yet the 
number oftons of freight brought toSt. Louis last 
year by asingle railroad (the Iron Mountain) 
was 536,318 tons, while the total amount of 
freight shipped trom St. Louis down the Mis- 
Sissippi was 499,040 tons. The Father of 
Watersis the work of the Almighty. The 
Missouri railways are the products of the work 
of man. 

THUS COMMERCIAL RELATIONS 


have changed ina munner surprising to those 
who have anchored themselves in determined 
prejudice against railways, andin cities which 
they fondly supposed were impregnable to the 
advances of competition. It requires that men 
shall be wide awake who expect to keep step 
to the music of progress. The g!ory of one city 
ceparteth, and u new one springs up ina year. 
Witness the great cattletrude of the South- 


west; the wonderful products of agricul- 
ture in regions once supposed to | 
be uninhabitable; the marvelous results 


of mining for gold and silver in the same re- 
gion, which are properly demanding coinage 
in Missouri; and consider, what I may say, 
perhaps, is more remarkable and better than 
the rest, that magicalturnof thecurrent up 
stream which has made St. Louis one of the 
largest and best cotton markets in the world! 

In 1836 Texas was apurt of Mexico. Now 
she has a population one-fourth as large as 
that of old Mexico, and her cotton crop alone 
is worth more than the whole foreign trade ot 
Mexico, exclusive of the precious metals. She 
has about 2,000 wiles of ruilway, while the 
whole *Republic of Mexico bas but 378 miles! 
The valne of the cotton ot Texas brought to 


St. Louis over our two lines of rail- . 
way, connecting us with that | 
State, saying nothing of cuttle and 


nll products, was over $15,000,000 last year, | 
an amount which exceeded all the exports of 
Mexico to the Unitea States, England and 
France, exclusive of bullion. And, although 
we can only make an approximate estimate of 
tire value of goods carried from Missouri into 
Texas, we have no doubt they exceeded the 
value of the products brought. The best esti- | 
wate we are able to makeis that the value of | 
the goods embraced in our trade with Texas 
last year exceeded $35,000,000.

than Mexico has left, as her present territory 
is stated at 761,640 square miles. This eorn- 
bined area has a population of 10,000,000 o1 
12,000,006, and since the beginning of 
the present ‘century, has annually 
produced more than half the silver mined 
during the same time in the world. But what 
is very remarkable, as showing the snperior 
enterprise and power of Americans, the terri- 
tory eeded by Mexico tothe United States has 
yielded since 1848 twice as much silver and 
gold as the territory Mexico retained, and 
the product of silver and gold of Mexico from 
184s to 1876 was 370Z,00V0,000.

Isay, there- 
fore, that something greater and better than 
India is here! 

Some ot X\enophon’s generals thought it 
ridiculous that he shouid have considered the 
idea Of making a settlement for his army of 
retreating Greeks upon the shores of # bar- 
ous sea soiony as Greece had so much ex- 
cellent land uncultivated. ‘‘Let us cultivate 
Sparta.’’ Let us build-up Missouri. Let 
neither the citizen emigrate from it, northe 
immigrant pass beyond it, if we can offer any 
reasonable inducements to stay init. . Ils it not 
suftticient thut we bave good commercial rela- 
tions with the Southwest? The experience of 
the lust thirty years proves that Missouri is,on 
the whole, favorable to health and to labor, 
and the products of its mannfactures and the 


goods yuthered here by mer- 
cantile enterprise and éapital have 


found renumerative markets and exchangeable 
commodities in the contiguous territory. 
Hence

for her lead, zine and iron, and for her many 
manufacturesin iron and wood, and tor her 
maltiiquors and her unequaled flour,and many 
other products enumerated by others. And so 
it has bappened, inthe natural course of ex- 
change, that the cotton, sugar, cattle and 
tropieal fruits of the Southwest have found 
their best narketin Missouri. Especially does 
Missouri teel the benefit of contignity and of 
easy intercourse with a State which, like Ar- 
kansas, has the climate of Italy, and gives her 
the best of cotton andthe earliest of truits in 
excbangetora large portion of her surplus 
commedities. Missourimay well extend her 
congratulations to her neighbor Arkansas 
upon her present growing prosperity. The 
trade of Arkansas Carried over the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroud alone is worth $25,00V0,0V00 per 
annum.

An enterprising company ot our own 
citizens, aided by the Government, has, by 
cofining the water toone of the principal 
passes, presented tothe world thisiniand sea 
with an open mouth, long obstructed, freeot 
toll, and SuiHeient depth of water to float the 
heaviest ships which seek the docks of New 
Orleans. In view of the success of the jetties, a 
cominission of intelligent men, selected by 
the Government, are now beginning to work 
upon the navigation of the river itself, with 
good promise of wise treatment and practical 
results. Itis difficult to determine the extent 
of the commerce carried on between 
Missouri and Louisiana proper, so much of our 
merchandise arriving at New Orleans coming 
from or going to distant States or foreign coun- 
tries. Wesupply her people largely with pork 
and beef and breadstuffs, and bring back in re- 
— her truits and her rice and sugar. Prob 
ably 

MISSOURI IS LOUISIANA’S BEST CUSTOMER 

in respect to sugar, andif the sugar lands of 
Louisiana could be protected from overflow 
and cultivated to their full capacity, there 
would be no occasion to send $100,000,000 
gold abroad annually for sugar. And as to 
fruit, it would seem to be poor taste to import 
oranges from Sicily when our neighbor Louisi- 
ana produces tar better ones. Some of the ex- 
cellent cotton of Louisisnais brought here by 
rauilfrom Shrevcport,and we are making prepar- 
ations to penetrate the heart of the State from 
the North tO make our commercial relations 
still more intimate and important. 

Hitherto 

OUR COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH MEXICO 
have been unimportant. The Monroe doctrine 
does not seem to apply to trade and commerce, 
since theforeign trade of that country hus 
been mostly inthe hands of the English and 
the French. But of late a considerable change 
has taken place, partly in consequence of the 
facility with which its Western coast may be 
approached from the ocean by California 
traders, and its Guit States Ly coasters. Nota 
line of American railway has yet touched Me.a- 
ico. Our railways ure, however, now ap- 
proaching the borders. Two or three lines 
are now entering the Valley of the Rio Grande, 
end anothep, sturting from our own town ot 
Atchison, has already reached Albuquerque, 
beyond Santa Fe, and will very soon pass on 
to the Southwest, crossing the Mexican State 
of Sonora and reaching the Guif of Calitornia 
atGuaymas. Someof our people are already 
exploring Mexico, and becoming interested in 
her mines and plantations. They do not find 
that repugnanceto the introduction of Ameri- 
can  settiers which formerly existed, 
and the people sre becoming willing to en- 
courage the building of railways without be- 
ing fully aware of their revoiutionary effect 
upon their civilization. Busy scenes ot devel- 
opment willfoliow the American locomotive 
into Mexico, When the ancient balls of Mon- 
tezuma become an American railway station, 
(it you will pardon the unromantic and almost 
sacrilegious thougnt) andthe hurbors of Aca- 
pulco, San Blas, Muazatian and Guaymas are 
awakened by the whistle of the locomotive, 
then the valleys and the mourtains and the 
plains will begin to resound with the activities 
of the new civilization. And, as Cortez ob- 
tained ore valuable tribute trom Monte- 
zuma probably than Solomon received from 
the Queen of Sheba, soin far greater measure 
will the pon tga mar which will surely follow 
the American railway into Mexico fill up the 
wealth and glory and grandeur of the great 
Southwest. 

To a lurge partof these riches and greatness 
Missouri holdsthe kev. Hlersis tne point of 
departure, the storchouse of outfit, and the 
home of return. Let us make it a home worthy 
of ite manifest dest uy. Let her not Dy any 
mean and niggeidly policy turn the advantage 
away irom ber, Lut, by intelligent liberal- 
ty and due appreciation of ber hey hoid it 
firmly and share it freely with all new comers.

Mr. David L, Twitchell then read a@ paper up- 
on ‘‘Kunsas Citv: Its Weaith and Industries; 
Its Progress ana Prospects.’’ 

The speaker commenced as tollows: ‘‘When, 
in the vear $21, Francois, son of Pierre Chou- 
teau, of St. Louis, accompanied by thirty 
French cojonists, pitched his tents in the great 
ungie of the Missouri River at the haw’s 
mouth, he placed the Keystone in the arch 
that was toopenthe grandest vista ever ves 
presented tothe American people;the gate- 
wayutthe center of the continent through 
which, ere half acentniy should elapse, the 
grand tide ot commerce from cast to west must 
puss;the open sesameto homes elysian and 
of untold wealth not only in mineral and agri- 
cultural resources, but inindustries and en 
terprises sufficient to engage the ambitions 
and a few years later, 
when Thomas H. Benton stood upon the 
chalky cliffs of what is now Known as Ran- 
dolph Station, pointing with prophetic finger 
tothe Jittle French village nestling at the foot 
of the hills beyoud, now West Kunsas City, ex 
claiming, ‘There lies the greatest commercial 
c:nter west of the city of St. Louis!’ 
he uttered one of those unerring anda 
fo.eshacowing truths for which as a gifted 
statesman he was so justly celebrated.’’ Mr. 
Mr. ‘Twitchell chen sketched the history of the 
city from its settlement up to the granting ot 
the frst charter in 1882-3,.when the first 
municipal government was organized. In 
1857 Kunsas City hadits first big boom, and 
developed rapidiy, and its busines¢@ flourished 
and increased until the breaking out 
of the war, when it received a check, butsince 
the termination ot the strugygie has continued 
its upwaroe and Onward career. 

‘‘A paradoxical city,’’ said the speaker, 
‘fwhose growth is puraliel with that of Chica- 
go, and a persistent and determined rival both 
now and inthe future of her elder sister, the 
city of St. Louis. 

‘*The development and growth of Kansas City 
now becume marvelously rapid and without a 
parallel. Its population in 1565 was between 
5,u00 and6,000, in 1880 from 55,C00 to50, 
000. In finance the clearings for 1879 were 
$65,280,251 55; the bondedand floating debt 
April 1, 1850, $1,394,049 29; assessed valua- 
tion of realand personal property $13,500,- 
000 O@, The elevators of Kansas 
City for storage have a total capacity of 1,495, 
OOu bushels, anda duily transter cupacity ot 
545,000 bushels.’’ Numerous statistics were 
then cited to show the immense trade and re- 
sources of the city,its transportation facilities, 
its educational! feutures, its newspa- 
pers, its institutions. The Speaker 
perorated as follows: ‘*‘And it needs 
not the gilt of prophecy to assert what ober 
least enthusiastic citizen believes, that long 
before the close of the present decade this 
new Chicagoof the West, sitting so proudly 
on her seventy and seven hills, as grand in 
perspective as are ner gorgeous ‘sunsets, this 
second city of the great Missouri Valley will 
number at the least 250,000 souls.’’ 

Atthe end of Mr. Twitchell’s address it was 
proposed to reconsider the resolution passed 
eariierin’the sessionto changethe order of 
business. 

Mr. Ritchie, of Newton county, opposed the 
proposition. The delegates from the counties 
were entitled to tive or ten minutes. Fhey 
were aependent upon the counties; the great 
cities were dependent on the counties. Ile 
strenuously oppcsed the reselution. 

A motion to adjourn until 2p. m. was then 
made and carried, and at 1:15 p.m. the morn 
ing session ended. |
